You're looking at trouble in the power transformer circuits. I can't 
pin down exactly where it is from your description (and am not 
familiar with the AT-1 wiring) but can give some idea of a methodology 
to follow to locate this ground fault. 


1. Most radio devices have an RF filter at the primary power input, 
consisting of a pair of capacitors from each side of the primary power 
input to ground. There are fancier setups, particularly with devices 
that generate RF, generally a low-pass LC filter in series with each 
of the primary power leads, which include capacitance to ground. 

These will conduct enough current through the capacitance to drive a 
20K ohms/volt meter (Simpson 260) and generate sparks when the chassis 
is connected to ground (capacitive reactance, or capacitive 
admittance, which is the reciprocal of the reactance). Some designers 
got carried away here and put in very large caps. I have seen .25 
mike used here. .01 mike is sufficient for anything with internal 
frequencies 455 Khz. and above. One of these caps will be on the 
primary power switch leg, generally wired behind the switch. If you 
disconnect both primary power leads to the transformer, and plug the 
unit in, you will see voltages to the primary power ground (the third 
wire in the house wiring, not the chassis of the device, unless you've 
got a three-wire cord on it). With a VTVM (11 megohm input impedance 
or higher) and the power switch off, you'll see nearly 120 volts on 


the chassis with the plug one way, and nothing, the other way. With 
the switch on, you'll see about 60 volts either way. 


2. The power transformer itself should have all windings isolated 
(insulated) from each other, and all windings isolated from ground. 
You can test these in-circuit, except for the B+ plate winding, which 
is grounded at its center tap in a typical full-wave circuit (5Y3, 
6X4, or similar rectifier). If the heater wiring is grounded on one 
side, you will also need to lift this ground to test the transformer. 
Method of quick test is to lift any grounds and do an ohmmeter check. 
You should see infinite ohms between all windings and between each 
winding and ground. I use an HP412A for this, because it has a very 
sensitive ohmmeter, although this is not a completely appropriate 
test. The actual production test involves using a high voltage 
("hipot"). For small transformers, as I recall,1500 volts and 100 
megohms or more measured resistance, are "pass." Transformers of this 
type are generally wound with the primary power winding first, an 
electrostatic shield (a copper plate that is a Faraday shield, 
connected to the transformer core, placed over the primary winding), 
the B+ plate winding, then the heater windings. Problems generally 
involve the primary power and plate windings and leakage to the 
shield. 


You will need to consider the amount of current in the voltages you 
are seeing. Power transformer windings have self-capacitance to each 
other on the order of 100's of picofarads. DC testing is the way to 
test things. To check things out, first eliminate any primary power 
wiring filters as the source of the problem, then check the 
transformer itself. Unsolder leads as necessary to isolate 
components. The above circuits will produce AC voltages. If you are 
seeing DC offsets, look for resistance in the B- circuits in the unit. 
Easiest way to measure effective currents is to put some resistance 
across the circuit and see what voltages are across it.

Thanks to Henry Van Cleef's information, the AT-1 hot chassis mystery was 
solved. It was actually no problem at all. The voltage I was seeing between 
the chassis and the primary power ground had very little current behind it. Of 
course, when measured with a DVM, the voltage looked pretty high. With my 
Triplett 630, it looked a little lower on the 300v range. But as suspected 
after getting a little education from Henry, as I moved down the ranges, and as 
the loading effect of the meter increased, the measured voltage effectively 


disappeared. I connected the chassis to the primary power ground, no sparks or 
blown fuses and no hot chassis.

I have the following boatanachor-type devices I'd like to 
get operating manuals and/or schematics for: 


Heath RF signal generator, I didn't see a model number on it 
- this is the two-tube sig-gen that goes to 100-odd MC in five 
bands, one tube is the RF oscillator, the other is an AF oscillator 
that's used to modulate the RF oscillator. 


General Radio 1603-A Z-Y (impedance) bridge. This is a really nice 
looking unit, totally passive (I opened it up and looked inside), 
with two large metal Circular Dials (nowadays made of plastic and 
called CD's for some odd reason) with the reactance/whatever 
markings on them, each edge-driven by a fine-adjustment knob. There 
are several other switches for scales, impedance/admittance 
measurement, etc. Usage is definitely non-obvious. I used something 
like this in ac circuits lab in college (likely this exact model), 
and while I remember how to calculate impedances with complex 
numbers, that doesn't tell me how to use this thing. 


General Radio 1214-D Oscillator. This is an interesting little 
box, maybe 4x5x6 inches, with an on/off switch and a nice big 
four-position attentuator knob on it. Inside is a 117P7 (if I 
remember), and yes the filament is powered right off the line, 


though the other circuitry appears to be isolated. The power 
cord has a ground prong anyway. I plugged it in and it seems to 
work (gives an output of about 100cycles per second).

> I think you were one who reported success with polishing plastic.... 


I had some sucess polishing the dial scale "windows" on my first 
SP-600-JX-17. When I started, they had a yellow tinge to them that 
windex and Pro409 would not cut. What I did was put them on a flat, 
non-marring surface. I used a thick, plastic cutting board. I made up 
a slurry of baking soda and warm water, and used a square of cloth 
dipped in the slurry to polish out the scratches and yellow tinge with 
my finger. After about 5 to 10 minutes, the yellow tinge was gone, as 
were most of the scratches. The deep ones still remained, but they look 
oh-so-much better. In fact, I am not sure if the scratches will be all 
that visable givent the fact that the light source is only a pair of #47 
lamps.

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plastics yellow over time in exposure to light. It might be that your 
plastic window is yellow thru the whole thickness perhaps? Maybe 
becuase it spent life in a car parked in the sun? Barry is the list's 
plastics and chemical guru, so I'll leave the definative answer to him. 

I think my yellow tinge was cat pee-pee residue, but I definately don't 
want to start that up again!!! (Some folks have suggested I rename this 
particular SP-600-KX-17 the SP-600-JX-17-CP, where the CP indicates the 
exclusive Cat Pee treatment...)
